Porter’s full report of his operations 
against Wilmington is received by the 
Navy Department.

A blockade runner 
went in directly ahead of her, enabling

Butler and 
Wutzel to decide upon the plan of at- 
tack, and it was decided that the fleet 
should renew the attack while the forces 
landed and made the assault. Seventeen 
gunboats, under Captain Gleason, were, 
sent to cover tbe landing of the troops. 
The point of landiag Was five miles east 
of the fleet. About 3,000 troops were 
landed, and moved up to within 600 
yards of the Fort. One officer ascended 
the parapet and brought away a flag. A 
soldier led out a horse, killing the order- 
ly riding him, and brought off his dis- 
patches at sunset. All but fhe iron-elads 
were withdrawa, the latter keeping up a 
slow. fire until daylight, expecting to 
cover the assault. Im the forenoon Gen. 
Wutzel sent word that an assault was 
impracticable. The army landed about 
2 o’clock and commenced re-embarking 
at 5; one brigade staying on shore dur- 
ing the night covered by the gunboats. 
Sixty-five rebel soldiers were sutround- 
ed as our troops landed, 200 gave them- 
selves up to a small Ne par- 
ty. The less of our land ſorces is not 
stated. A detachment of gunboats was 
sent to find the entrance to the harbor, 
bnt the channel was so changed that it 
was not discovered. In the bombard- 
ment on the 25th the firing was slow for 
several hours. The enemy had two guns 
ind an upper battery and managed to 
‘strike several vessels, though without 
doing much damage. ae 

Accompanying the report is a letter 
from Butler with Porter’s reply to it. 
Butler says: Upon landing the troops 
and on accompanying Gen. Wutzel ina 
thorough reconnoissance of Fort Fisher, 
we were both of the opinion that the 
place could not be carried by assault, 
as it was left substantially uninjured by

Nothing but operations of u reg- 
ular siege would serve to reduce the 
Fort, and as these were not in accord- 
ance with instructions and as the weath- 
er came on unfavorable, Butler gave or- 
ders for re-embarking.

Porter, in his reply to Butler's Jetter, 
said he bad ordered his large ships to 
go to Beaufort for ammuuitien, and be 
ready to renew the attack in ease he de- 
cided to continue it. He stated that they 
had not commenced to fire rapidly and 
could keep all the rebels out of sight 
until troops were within twenty yards 
of the Fort. He was of the opinion that 
an assault could be successfully made, 
but would not wish to place bis judg- 
ment in opposition to what Wutzel said, 
who had made a survey of the works.
